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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method of 
preserving a beverage product comprising adding to a beverage a preservative 
composition comprising from about 0.5% to about 15% monohydric alcohol, from about 
0.5% to about 20% d-limonene, and from about 0.005% to about 5.0% wax or wax 
extract is not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art or any combination thereof.
